Online woes spark first 
Microsoft loss ever 


Cool Casino celebrates 5th 
anniversary this month of July 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Mi¬ 
crosoft posted its first ever loss 
yesterday, shedding $492 mil¬ 
lion in the fourth quarter due to 
a massive $6.2 billion write¬ 
down to reflect the slump in 
value of its online operations. 

Microsoft still posted an an¬ 
nual profit of $16.98 billion 
and said the results reflected 
"solid revenue growth and ri¬ 
gorous cost discipline." 

The Redmond, Washing- 
ton-based firm had announced 
earlier this month it would take 
the $6.2 billion write-down, 
which is required by accoun¬ 
ting rules and does not affect 
the company’s cash position. 

Taking out one-time 
charges, Microsoft showed a 
profit of 73 cents a share, well 
ahead of Wall Street expecta¬ 
tions of 62 cents. 

Revenue also beat expecta¬ 
tions, rising four percent to 
$18 billion in the quarter to 
June 30. For the full year, re¬ 
venues were up five percent at 
$73.7 billion. 

"We delivered record fourth 


quarter and annual revenue, 
and we’re fast approaching the 
most exciting launch season in 
Microsoft history," said Steve 
Ballmer, chief executive of 
Microsoft. 

The company is preparing 
to release a new version of its 
leading Windows operating 
system and a new tablet com¬ 
puter, while making an aggres¬ 
sive move into smartphones. 

"The combination of solid 
revenue growth and rigorous 
cost discipline drove double¬ 
digit operating income growth 
for the quarter, adjusting for 
the goodwill impairment and 
deferred revenue," said Peter 
Klein, chief financial officer. 

Microsoft shares rose 2.14 
percent to $31.32 in after- 
hours electronic trades. 

The fourth quarter losses 
stemmed from a charge reflect¬ 
ing a write-down related to the 
2007 acquisition of aQuantive, 
a digital advertising firm 
aimed at helping Microsoft 
compete against Google and 
others.

The prepaid meters are 
being installed on the outside 
of a home, just like all pre¬ 
vious meters as we are al¬ 
ready well accustomed to 
here. The only difference is 
that ELMAR will install the 
“interface” gadget inside 
your home close to an electri¬ 
cal outlet.

Airport police close net 
around turkey sandwich 
saboteur 


UFILCOA supports Family 
First Foundation 


AMSTERDAM - Police at 
Amsterdam's Schiphol airport 
have been able to establish at 
what point in the production 
process needles must have 
been inserted into six turkey 
sandwiches which ended up 
on Delta Airline flights, the 
Telegraaf reports yesterday. 

The paper says this has en¬ 
abled the police to reduce the 
number of suspects and that 
they are 'hopeful' of a speedy 
arrest. 

A team of detectives is 
continuing to interview 
'dozens' of catering staff, 
cooks and drivers who were 
involved in the production of 
the sandwiches, which were 
found on four separate flights, 
the paper said. 

On Wednesday, police said 
the sandwiches and needles 
are being flown back to the 
Netherlands for tests. 

The needles were found in 
six sandwiches on four flights 
between Schiphol and the US. 
Two were found by members 
of the same family on differ¬ 
ent flights, according to media 
reports. 

The sandwiches were 
made by Gate Gourmet, a 
Swiss firm and one of the 
world's biggest airline cater¬ 
ers. 


"We take this matter very 
seriously," said Gate Gour¬ 
met. "We are treating this as a 
criminal act." 

Only Delta flights appear 
to be affected. It said it 
stopped serving the sand¬ 
wiches as soon as it was 
aware of the needle scare and 
started serving pizza instead.

Syria rebels seize Iraq border as 



Washington said the vetos 
meant the 300-strong UN ob¬ 
server mission deployed in 
Syria to oversee Annan's peace 
blueprint would now have to 
be withdrawn when its current 
mandate expires today. 

Iraq's deputy interior minis¬ 
ter said fighters of the rebel 
Free Syrian Army had seized 
control of all crossings along 
the two countries' border, 
adding that Baghdad was 
mulling closing the frontier 
following bloody rebel 
reprisals against regime 
troops. 

"All the border points be¬ 
tween Iraq and Syria are under 
the control of the Free Syrian 
Army," Adnan al-Assadi told 
AFP by telephone. 

Assadi said Iraqi border 
guards had witnessed the Free 
Syrian Army take control o-f a 
border outpost, detain a Syrian 
army lieutenant colonel, and 
then cut off his arms and legs. 

"Then they executed 22 
Syrian soldiers in front of the 
eyes of Iraqi soldiers." 

The account of the killings 
could not be independently 
verified. 

Assadi added: "If this situ¬ 
ation continues, we are going 
to close the entire border with 
Syria." 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said rebels had 
also seized control of a post on 
the border with Turkey. 

"Rebel fighters seized con¬ 
trol of the Bab al-Hawa cross¬ 
ing (in the northwestern 
province of Idlib)," the 
Britain-based rights group 
said, adding that the rebels re¬ 
moved a photograph of Assad 
that was displayed there. 

The upsurge in fighting, 
which claimed some 200 lives 
oyesterday alone according to 
the Observatory's figures, sent 
a new exodus of refugees flee¬ 
ing across Syria's borders.

DAMASCUS (AFP) - Rebels 
seized control of all of Syria's 
border crossings with Iraq yes¬ 
terday, dealing a new blow to 
President Bashar al-Assad, as 
China and Russia dismayed 
the West by blocking UN ac¬ 
tion against his regime. 

The rebel offensive on 
Syria's eastern border came as 
the army focussed its resources 
on Damascus, resorting to tank 
fire in the capital for the first 
time in its efforts to root out 
rebel fighters a day after a 
bomb blast killed three of 
Assad's top aides. 

The president appeared in 
public for the first time since 
the bombing, greeting his new 
defence minister on state tele¬ 
vision, as he scrambled to 
shore up his battered prestige. 

It was the third time in nine 
months that Russia and China 
had used their powers as per¬ 
manent members of the UN 
Security Council to block re¬ 
solutions on Syria. 

UN-Arab League envoy 
Kofi Annan, who had called on 
the council to impose "conse¬ 
quences" for the failure to 
carry out his peace plan for 
Syria, expressed disappoint¬ 
ment that it had failed to reach 


agreement.

rity official told AFP in Beirut, 
while Iraqi officials said thou¬ 
sands of Iraqi refugee families 
had fled home from Syria. 

Western governments ex¬ 
pressed outrage at the decision 
by Beijing and Moscow to 
again block UN action against 
Assad's regime. 

"The United Kingdom is 
appalled at the veto of Russia 
and China," said British Am¬ 
bassador Mark Lyall Grant, 
whose country took the lead in 
drafting the resolution. 

The text, backed by the 
United States, France, Ger¬ 
many and Portugal, called for 
non-military sanctions under 
Chapter VII of the UN Charter 
if Assad did not withdraw 
heavy weapons from Syrian 
cities in 10 days. 

Russia accused Western 
governments of seeking a pre¬ 
text for military intervention. 

The resolution sought to 
"open the path to the pressure 
of sanctions and further to ex¬ 
ternal military involvement in 
Syrian domestic affairs," said 
Russian Ambassador Vitaly 
Churkin. 

The United States said the 
Security Council had "utterly 
failed" on Syria and that it 
would now work outside of the 
council to confront Assad's 
regime. 

The White House said that 
without the tougher mandate 
the vetoed text would have im¬ 
plied, there was no point in re¬ 
taining UN military observers 
in Syria to monitor the non-im¬ 
plementation of Annan's plan 
by Assad's government. 

"The United States doesn't 
support sending unarmed UN 
employees into Syria to try to 
observe the brutality of the 
Assad regime when there's no 
mechanism within the resolu¬ 
tion to create consequences for 
the regime," said White House 
spokesman Jay Carney.

Liberia's Taylor appeals war crimes 
conviction 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
First Lady Michelle Obama is 
launching a grassroots cam¬ 
paign stressing every vote 
counts in her husband's quest 
to stay in the White House, the 
Democratic re-election team 
announced yesterday. 

The president's wife is ex¬ 
pected in the battleground state 
of Virginia today to officially 
kick off the "It takes One" ini¬ 
tiative ahead of the November 
6 poll that pits Obama against 
Republican rival Mitt Romney. 

"Every single person can 
make a difference in this elec¬ 
tion — and today we're asking 
supporters to start by taking 
one action that will help grow 
our campaign," Michelle 
Obama said in a statement is¬ 
sued by Obama for America. 

"If we all commit to finding 
at least one way to make an im¬ 
pact, we can ensure that we'll 
keep moving this country for¬ 


ward for another four years." 

Ways in which supporters 
can help Obama's grassroots 
effort is by helping new voters 
get registered, recruiting vo¬ 
lunteers or bringing friends to 
phone banks, she said. 

Much like she was four 
years ago, Michelle Obama is 
an active member of her hus¬ 
band's re-election effort and 
takes part in many fundraising 
events on his behalf. 

With Romney raking in 
more campaign donations over 
the past two months, Obama's 
team is counting on a tight net¬ 
work to mobilize supporters. 

This model proved very ef¬ 
fective in 2008 when Obama 
won the Democratic primary 
and the presidential election, in 
particular thanks to a large in¬ 
crease in participation by 
young voters and minorities, 
groups more likely to stay 
away from the polls. 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Libe¬ 
rian ex-president Charles 
Taylor has appealed his con¬ 
viction and 50-year jail sen¬ 
tence for war crimes in Sierra 
Leone, the international court 
handling the case said yester¬ 
day. 

"Charles Taylor appeals 
against the judgement and the 
sentencing judgement... and 
respectfully requests that the 
appeals chamber reverse all 
the convictions entered 
against him," said the defence 
request made public by the 
UN-backed Special Court for 
Sierra Leone. 

Taylor was found guilty in 
April of war crimes and 
crimes against humanity over 
the 1991-2001 civil war in 
Sierre Leone, for aiding and 
abetting "some of the most 
heinous crimes in human his¬ 
tory". 

He was the first former 
head of state to be convicted 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
border officials will strike on 
the day before the start of the 
London Olympics in a row 
over jobs, pay and working 
conditions, their union said 
yesterday. 

Thousands of Home Office 
staff, including immigration 
workers at London's Heathrow 
Airport, a main gateway to the 
Games, are to stage a 24-hour 
strike on July 26. 

The Public and Commer¬ 
cial Services union (PCS) said 
its members would also take 
other forms of industrial ac¬ 
tion, such as a ban on over¬ 
time, from July 27 to August 
20, covering the entire dura¬ 
tion of the Olympics. 

The strike falls on what is 
expected to be the busiest day 
in Heathrow's history. 

The union said just over 57 
percent of those who voted 
backed strike action, although 
only 20 percent of the 16,000 
members cast votes. 

PCS general secretary 
Mark Serwotka blamed gov¬ 
ernment cuts for making his 
members' lives "intolerable". 

"The lives of staff have 
been made intolerable by 
these cuts and they're at break¬ 
ing point. 

"Ministers have known 
about these issues for a very 
long time and need to act now 
to sort out the chaos they have

Cholera epidemic in Niger kills 58, 
hits Malian refugee camp 


NIAMEY (AFP) - A cholera 
epidemic in Niger has killed 
58 people and spread to a 
refugee camp housing Malians 
who have fled the unrest in the 
north of their country, the UN 
said Thursday. 

"The overall number of 
cases reported as of July 15 is 
2,900, with 58 deaths," the 
UN's Office said. 

The epidemic broke out in 
January in the western region 
of Tillaberi. 

Its spread to the Tabarey- 
barey refugee camp — where 
the UN World Health Organi¬ 
sation has registered nine 
cases — is particularly worry¬ 
ing for health officials. The 
highly contagious intestinal 
illness can decimate refugee

Top US judge 
denies row over 
Obamacare 
ruling 

(AFP) - A conservative 
Supreme Court judge denied 
Wednesday falling out with 
the top US court's chief justice 
over his shock decision to 
back President Barack 
Obama's health reform law. 

In a rare interview, 
Supreme Court Justice An¬ 
tonin Scalia said he had legal 
differences, but no personal 
arguments with Chief Justice 
John Roberts, who dismayed 
conservatives in the landmark 
vote last month. 

"No, I haven't had a falling 
out with Justice Roberts," 
Scalia told CNN interviewer 
Piers Morgan, adding: "There 
are clashes on legal questions 
but not personally." "The 
press likes to paint us as nine 
scorpions in a bottle and that's 
just not the case at all," he 
said, referring to media reports 
suggesting the surprise deci¬ 
sion triggered tense scenes in 
the court. "You should not be¬ 
lieve what you read about the 
court in the newspapers .. It's 
either been made up or been 
given to the newspapers by 
somebody who's violating a 
confidence, which means that 
person is not reliable." 

Chief Justice Roberts, who 
had been seen as a reliable 
conservative, was branded a 
traitor by some over his deci¬ 
sive role in the 5-4 vote to up¬ 
hold the health insurance 
mandate at the heart of what 
critics deride as "Oba¬ 
macare." 


Italian officials seize 
vivisection dog centre 


Gene scans show 
colon, rectal tumours 
are same 



PARIS (AFP) - The 
biggest genetic analysis 
of colon and rectal tu¬ 
mours show that these 
cancer types are almost 
indistinguishable, a find¬ 
ing that could improve 
treatment options, a 
study said on Wednes¬ 
day. 

A US-funded consor¬ 
tium of scientists com¬ 
pared the genetic codes 
of cancer cells found in 
224 samples of colorec¬ 
tal tumours. 

"This finding of the 
true genetic nature of 
colon and rectal cancers 
is an important achievement 
in our quest to understand the 
foundations of this disease," 
the head of the US National 
Institutes of Health (NIH), 
Francis Collins, said in a 
statement. 

"The data and knowledge 
gained here have the potential 
to change the way we diag¬ 
nose and treat certain can¬ 
cers." 

The sweep threw up 24 
genes where telltale muta¬ 
tions point to a role in either 


initiating or accelerated col¬ 
orectal cancer. 

They include the genes 
ERBB2 and IGF2, which are 
involved in cell proliferation. 

In 2008, colorectal cancer 
claimed 608,000 lives glob¬ 
ally, making it the fourth 
deadliest form of cancer, ac¬ 
cording to the latest figures 
posted by the UN's World 
Health Organisation (WHO). 

The study, authored by The 
Cancer Genome Atlas proj¬ 
ect, appears in the British sci¬ 
ence journal Nature.

Wbrld Bank raises the 
Philippines growth 
forecast 


The World Bank raised its 
2012 growth forecast for the 
Philippines yesterday follow¬ 
ing a stronger-than-expected 
start to the year, but warned of 
headwinds from the crisis in 
Europe and a Chinese slow¬ 
down. 

However, it said the mo¬ 
mentum comes amid weaken¬ 
ing global economic growth 
that would affect key export 
markets and cause job losses in 
electronics and other manufac¬ 
turing industries. 

The economy grew 6.4 per¬ 
cent in the three months to 
March, after an anaemic 3.9 
percent expansion for 2011. 

"We have revised our 
growth forecast upward to 4.6 
percent from 4.2 percent for 
2012, reflecting higher growth 


in the first quarter," the bank 
said in a quarterly country re¬ 
port. 

"However, this projection 
does not yet factor in a possi¬ 
ble intensification of the crisis 
in Europe and a further slow¬ 
down in China." 

It said domestic demand 
would be boosted by higher 
government spending and ro¬ 
bust private consumption 
backed by remittances by a 
huge Filipino overseas work 
force. 

The bank expects global 
growth to soften to 2.5 percent 
this year from 2.7 percent in 
2011, hitting key Philippine 
export markets the United 
States, the eurozone, Japan and 
China. 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany’s par¬ 
liament yesterday approved by a 
large majority a European aid 
package for crisis-wracked Span¬ 
ish banks that aims to prevent 
Spain's whole economy being 
dragged deeper into the mire. 

In the 1 Oth German vote on 
European crisis measures since 
the debt emergency began, 
lawmakers voted by 473 to 97 
to pass the package worth up to 
100 billion euros ($122 billion) 
to pump in much-needed cash 
to the Spanish banking sector. 

A handful of MPs from all 
parties, hauled back from their 
summer holidays, voted against 
the rescue package amid unease 
in Germany, Europe's top econ¬ 
omy, that it is on the hook for 
ever more bailouts of debt- 
stricken countries. The vote was 
urgent as Madrid hopes to sign 
the formal agreement with eu¬ 
rozone finance ministers today.

Venezuela's PDVSA, Chevron agree 
$2 billion deal 


CARACAS (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela's state oil company 
PDVSA has finalized a $2 
billion investment contract 
with US giant Chevron aimed 
at boosting production at a 
joint oilfield. 

"PDVSA and Chevron 
have determined the financ¬ 
ing conditions of $2 billion 
by Chevron of Petroboscan," 


the company said in a state¬ 
ment. 

PDVSA said Chevron's 
financing of Petroboscan 
would last until 2025 and that 
it would enable a production 
increase at the Boscan oil¬ 
field. 

Chevron holds 40 percent 
of Petroboscan, located in the 
northwest state of Zulia, 


while PDVSA controls the 
remaining 60 percent. 

A 2007 law allows foreign 
oil companies to operate in 
Venezuela but only as minor¬ 
ity shareholders in PDVSA 
joint ventures. 

Venezuela produces an av¬ 
erage of three million barrels 
of oil per day according to of¬ 
ficial figures but the Organi¬ 
zation of the Petroleum 
Exporting Countries esti¬ 
mates production at 2.3 mil¬ 
lion barrels per day.

Lionfish Hunters Aruba needs volunteers 



A fascinated audience

Most diving enthusiasts have 
been made aware over the past 
five years of a beautiful to be¬ 
hold but serious threat to deli¬ 
cate reef systems throughout 
the Caribbean: the invasion of 
Peterois Volitan, the common 
Indo-Pacific Red Lionfish. 
Scientists speculate as to why 
this voracious predator was 
first spotted off the Florida 
coast as far back as 1985; most 
believe it is due to fish collec¬ 
tors letting them out to sea 
once they become too large for 
their tanks or possibly have de¬ 
voured all their other fish. 
Aruba Lionfish Hunter Jair 
Britten is convinced this is 
where they originate, and in an 
environment such as the 
Caribbean, they have found 
ideal conditions to reproduce 
at an alarmingly prodigious 
rate, with no natural predators 
to control their population. . 

Red Lionfish are thriving 
and dominating Atlantic and 
Caribbean waters and reef en¬ 
vironments. In 2009 they were 
spotted in Aruba, having 
worked their way south 
through The Bahamas and 
other Caribbean island, which 
is a cause of great concern for 
marine biologists throughout 
the region. 

On Wednesday, July 18, the 
Aruba Marine Park Founda¬ 
tion, represented by Castro 
Perez, hosted a lecture by 
Shannon Rollock, who con¬ 
ducted a study of the problem 


as part of his final thesis in his 
studies. Jair joined him pre¬ 
senting the situation to a fasci¬ 
nated audience at the Holiday 
Inn. As an experienced Lion¬ 
fish hunter who has researched 
the problem, and combats it on 
a nearly daily basis, he had 
some very interesting com¬ 
mentary to contribute. 

The Red Lionfish is a vora¬ 
cious creature, and figures 
have shown that a single lion¬ 
fish is capable of reducing the 
existing fish population of a 
reef where they have establish 
territory by 2/3 to 80%, within 
a year. Lionfish are also very 
cunning hunters, usually pur¬ 
suing their prey in pairs or 
packs, herding fleeing fish to¬ 
wards each other so they can¬ 
not escape. 

In warm Caribbean waters a 
pair of lionfish reproduces at a 
prodigious rate; those having 
taken up residence in colder 
Atlantic waters will spawn 
clusters of eggs for 3 months 
out of the year, when waters 
are warm. Since the water tem¬ 
perature in the Caribbean is al¬ 
ways high, those that have 
spread to local waters will re¬ 
produce all year round, with 
the capability of releasing 2 
million fertilized eggs into the 
sea, annually. Within 24 hours 
the larvae hatch, and within 20 
to 35 days the young lionfish 
have matured sufficiently to 
return to the reef where they 
were spawned, or be carried by 


currents to invade new envi¬ 
ronments. 

Owner of Jad’s Dive Shop 
in San Nicolas reports they are 
spotting lionfish on every 
dive, and Jair explained that 
with very specialized equip¬ 
ment, depending on his choice 
of dive site, he can capture up 
to 40 lionfish within an hour. 
Divers are urged to report 
sighting of lionfish, though 
some do not “because they 
thought it was just too beauti¬ 
ful to be a threat.” During a 
competition conducted in Cu¬ 
racao recently, 26 divers cap¬ 
ture over 1500 lionfish in one 
day. 

It is well known lionfish are 
venomous; the venom injected 
from their fins can be quite 
painful and particularly harm¬ 
ful to those who are allergic. 
However, the lionfish is NOT 
poisonous to ingest, and are 
considered very low in choles¬ 
terol and quite good eating. 
The Bahamas, which has 
greatly suffered from the lion¬ 
fish invasion, retaliated by es¬ 
tablishing fishing 

competitions directed at the 
species and several restaurants 
carry it on their menu. At the 
completion of the lecture, 
those attending were treated to 
a sampling of lionfish from 
Jair’s kitchen, which proved 
they have a very sweet, moist 
and tasty meat. 

The lecture was not only to 
provide understanding of the 
threat by this invasive species 
to the delicate balance of the 
Caribbean marine environ¬ 
ment, but to encourage divers 
to join the battle to control the 
lionfish, with instructions on 
how to catch them safely; it is 
hoped that similar species of 
larger grouper and sharks 
which regularly consume 
them in their natural waters of 
the Indo-Pacific and the Red 
Sea, will eventually develop 
that capacity in regional wa¬ 
ters. However, the increased 
rate of lionfish reproduction 
requires man to step in and at¬ 


tempt to control the population 
before they decimate the very 
important reef systems, whose 
economic value as tourist at¬ 
tractions should not be under¬ 
estimated. 

Capturing lionfish is not 
very difficult with the proper 
equipment, as they appear to 
have absolutely no fear of 
man, which would be per¬ 
ceived as a large predator to 
most fish. Jair, who also works 
as pilot for the Atlantis Sub¬ 
marines reports that the lion¬ 
fish also come right up to the 
windows of this huge under¬ 
water conveyance, utterly con¬ 
fident their venomous spines 
prevent them from being 
hunted. He also reported they 
will not bother swimmers who 
don’t bother them but put up 
quite a fight when speared, di¬ 
recting their spines to sting 
their assailant. For this reason, 
he suggests contacting experi¬ 
enced lionfish hunters to learn 
safe techniques prior to at¬ 
tempting to catch them. 

Scientists believe that erad¬ 
ication of the lionfish is un¬ 
likely; the object now is 
control and preservation of the 
local reef fish species. Lion¬ 
fish have been found as far 
north as Rhode Island and are 
firmly established around the 
waters of Colombia. Those in¬

Quintavalle looking to find judo 
serenity

ROME (AFP) - Four years ago 
in Beijing she was a virtual un¬ 
known, even in judo circles, 
yet Giulia Quintavalle 
shocked the world as she beat 
veteran Deborah Gravenstijn 
to claim Olympic gold. 

The pretty Roman's beam¬ 
ing smile left a lasting memory 
from that exploit, so much so 
that it is emblazoned across 
the wall of the Olympic train¬ 
ing hall by the beach in Ostia, 
just outside Rome, where she 
trains. 

Quintavalle went to China 
as a total outsider but left not 
only with a gold medal but 
also the renewed attention of 
the favourites in the under- 
57kg divison. 

So much so that since then 
she has struggled to reproduce 
anything like her Olympic 
form. 

In fact, other than her 
Olympic gold medal, Quin¬ 
tavalle has never climbed the 


podium at either world or Eu¬ 
ropean level. 

And the 29-year-old admits 
that after winning in Beijing, 
she struggled to come to terms 
with her success. 

"After Beijing it was very 
hard for me. I felt the weight 
of being Olympic champion 
on my shoulders because I 
wanted to show that I was the 
champion whereas before I 
felt maybe more detached," 
she told AFP in an exclusive 
interview. 

"I wasn't among the 
favourites at the Olympics 
even though I'd always been 
amongst the top five in the 
world but maybe no-one 
thought I could win a medal. 

"So after winning it was 
tough taking part in other com¬ 
petitions. After a year or two I 
got used to it but it was still 
tough." 

It is one of the great myster¬ 
ies of top-level judo that while 


During the 1972 Munich 
Olympic Games a dispute 
arose during the basketball 
final game between the So¬ 
viet Union and the United 
States. With one second left 
on the clock, and the score 
in favor of the Americans at 
50-49, the horn sounded.

Quintavalle saved her greatest 
performance for the most pres¬ 
tigious stage of all. 

Italy's head coach Felice 
Mariani thinks this is a com¬ 
mon occurrence in sport. 

"This is a problem that un¬ 
fortunately happens to almost 
all Olympic champions, even 
in other sports," he said. 

"Some athletes, after win¬ 
ning the Olympics, for the 
next year or two they're not at 
their top level. I've studied this 
phenomenon a lot, it's in part 
due to their expectations. 

"An athlete fights at their 
true level and wins the 
Olympics but then after that 
doesn't manage to reproduce 
the same level because they 
want to prove to their coach, 
partner, father and mother that 
they're an Olympic champion. 

"We have an Olympic 
wrestling champion Andrea 
Minguzzi who unfortunately 
has failed to qualify (for Lon- 
don) after losing to weaker 
athletes. 

Quintavalle, currently 
ranked world number 10, de¬ 
spite her lack of a major medal 
since Beijing, is making no ex¬ 
cuses, admitting that she is the 
one who hasn't stepped up to 
the plate when it mattered.

Athletics: Kemboi 
quits rainy Bristol 
to train back home 


NAIROBI (AFP) - Fed up 
with the wet British summer, 
Kenya's former Olympic and 
two-time world 3000 metres 
steeplechase champion 
Ezekiel Kemboi has opted to 
return home after a week of 
pre-Olympic training in Bris¬ 
tol. 

Kemboi, who is embroiled 
in a court case over the stab¬ 
bing of a woman in the west¬ 
ern Kenyan town of Eldoret, 
had joined the first batch of the 
Kenyan Olympic team which 
has pitched camp in Bristol, in 
the south west of England. 

"Bristol is so nice for sprint¬ 
ers but not good for middle 
and long distance runners. It is 
also raining a lot there which 
is not good for me to train," 
Kemboi said. 

His decision to return to 
warmer Nairobi adds credence 
to the stance taken by most of 
the elite athletes who declined 
to train in Bristol, citing its 
low altitude as opposed to the 
advantageous high altitude in 


Kenya, which they say would 
favour their Olympics prepa¬ 
ration. 

Team officials believed his 
being away would help Kem¬ 
boi concentrate on his Games 
training and avoid becoming 
weighed down by all the 
media attention surrounding 
his court case which is due to 
be heard in September. 

Head coach Julius Kirwa 
said he was happy all the 29 
athletes, including Kemboi 
had accepted to train together 
at the residential camp at 
Kasarani in Nairobi before 
their departure for London. 

"The team is very focused 
on the Olympics. There is a lot 
of understanding among the 
athletes about the team-work 
training at the camp which is 
good for our Olympic prepara¬ 
tions," said Kirwa. 

The team is expected to 
travel to London on July 30, 
four days before the Olympic 
athletics programme gets un¬ 
derway.

Bin Hammam was banned 
from football for life in July 
last year after being accused of 
trying to buy votes during the 
FIFA presidential election, but 
the CAS ruled that the allega¬ 
tions had not been proven. 
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Bin Hammam was the 
president of the Asian Football 
Confederation (AFC) when he 
was banned from the sport by 
FIFA’s Ethics Committee fol¬ 
lowing an investigation that 
took place behind closed doors 
at the organisation's Zurich 
headquarters. 

"I was sure that when the 
affair went before an inde¬ 
pendent body, the truth would 
come out, and that's what's 
happened. 

Bin Hammam was accused 
of trying to purchase votes by 
distributing envelopes con¬ 
taining $40,000 in cash to del¬ 
egates during a Caribbean 
Football Union (CFU) meet¬ 
ing in Trinidad and Tobago in 
May 2011. 

His subsequent withdrawal 
from the presidential election 
saw Sepp Blatter re-elected 
unopposed for a fourth con¬ 
secutive term at the head of 
world football's governing 
body. 

"I'm even more happy be¬ 
cause my colleagues from 
CONCACAF (the confedera¬ 
tion that includes the CFU), 
who were at my side, see their 
honour restored after their 
names were dragged through 
the mud due to these un¬ 
founded accusations,” Bin 
Hammam said. 

The CAS on Thursday 



overturned Bin Hammam's 
ban after citing "insufficient 
evidence” to impose the 
penalty. 

However, the three-mem¬ 
ber panel that considered the 
case stopped short of exoner¬ 
ating the 63-year-old com¬ 
pletely. 

The Lausanne-based tribu¬ 
nal said in a statement on its 
website: "The CAS has upheld 
Mr Bin Hammam's appeal, an¬ 
nulled the decision rendered 
by the FIFA Appeal Commit¬ 
tee and lifted the life ban im¬ 
posed on Mr Bin Hammam.” 

But it added that the panel 
"was unable to conclude to its 
comfortable satisfaction that 
the charges against Mr Bin 
Hammam were established” 
and considered the case "not 
proven”. 

There was no direct evi¬ 


dence to link Bin Hammam 
with the money's presence at 
the CFU meeting, but the 
panel said it was "possible to 
infer” that Bin Hammam's fail¬ 
ure to prove the cash's prove¬ 
nance "might be explained by 
the fact that it would have con¬ 
firmed that he was the source”. 

The CAS panel said it was 
"more likely than not that Mr 
Bin Hammam was the source 
of the monies that were brought 
into Trinidad and Tobago”. 


The judgment does not 
mean that Bin Hammam — 
who helped secure Qatar's suc¬ 
cessful bid for the 2022 World 
Cup — is free to resume foot¬ 
balling activities. 

He was provisionally re¬ 
placed after nine years as pres¬ 
ident of the AFC pending 
appeals and on Monday was 
suspended for a further 30 
days over fresh corruption 
claims after an external audit 
of AFC financial accounts.
